REVIEWING THE DONCASTER SALES. 

S accurately as the facts can be gleaned from 

the last paragraphs of English accounts of 
the yearling sales at Doncaster during the sec- 
ond week of September, the total figures for the 
sales were: 296 lots sold for 144,762 guineas, 
average 489 guineas (about $2,445, figured on the 
customary $5 to the guinea). It is the lowest 
average for the September yearling sales since 
the war year 1917, when the auctions were held 
at Newmarket. The average that season was 
393 guineas for 269 lots. How the average of 
this year compares with that of the recent boom 
years of bloodstock sales may be noted in the 
following table:

The decline in 1931 from the average of 1930 
was approximately 21.4 per cent. The 1930 de- 
cline from the average of 1929 was 32.5 per cent. 
In America the figures were quite different. 
This year the Saratoga average was 55.3 per 
cent lower than last year’s, whereas last year’s 
average was only 22.2 per cent off that of 1929. 

The English market is a hopeful sign. When 
one considers the desperate financial condition 
of the national government and the long siege 
of depression which has been stood by the coun- 
try’s industries, the bloodstock market there, it 
must be admitted, has maintained its stability 
well. The difference in the American market, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE believes, has resulted not from 
more severe conditions in the United States, 
since conditions are not more severe, but from 
the more excitabie, more impressionable, more 
hurried nature of our people. There is no other 
adequate reason apparent, except the supple- 
mentary reason that the yearlings which sold at 
Saratoga this year were generally agreed to be 
of lower quality than usual, a statement which 
has also been made about the Doncaster offer- 
ings. 

British comments on the September sales car- 
ry an optimistic note. Arthur Portman, ‘‘Audax”’

of Horse and Hound (London) goncludes his ac- 
count of the auctions with: “ .. . considering 
the world-wide depression, business proved won- 
derfully good, so I don’t think even the most 
pessimistic breeders of bloodstock have much 
cause to be fearful, as so many of them are.” 
The Times’ (London) correspondent reported: 


The Doncaster yearling sales, all things 
considered, were a great success. It is true 
that the total amount received for the year- 
lings sold by the breeders was some £40,000 
less than the total of a year ago. That de- 
crease is explained in part by the financial 
troubles through which the whole world is 
passing, but it is explained only in part. 
Another reason was the decrease of about 
20 of really high-class yearlings, the sort 
that would have sold for three or four thou- 
sand guineas, their places being taken by 
yearlings which fetched about a thousand 
guineas. I have no doubt that I am correct 
in this view, and that many experienced 
owners and breeders will agree with me. It 
was noticeable that any well bred and good- 
looking yearling created competition among 
the buyers, and the sales were far from 
dull.”’ 


The racing expert of The Morning Post (Lon- 
don) said, and we quote him at some length 
because of his remarks on stud fee reductions, 
a subject which American breeders will find 
very pertinent: 


“Taking them in the aggregate, there was 
no reason to be dissatisfied with the year- 
ling sales last week. The figures came out 
a great deal better than most people ex- 
pected them to do. It has to be remem- 
bered, however, that the total for the week 
was considerably less than half the amount 
realized from 1924 to 1928 inclusive, and 
we have to go back to pre-War days to 
find an aggregate so small as that realized 
last week. 

“I am afraid some of the vendors incurred 
an appreciable loss. In several instances 
the prices fetched by their yearlings were 
not nearly sufficient to recoup them for 
their investments in stud fees, and this was 
not always because the stock was of mode- 
rate quality. For this reason, coupled with 
the fact that everybody now has. to 
‘tighten his belt,’. there is almost certain 
to be a slump in stallion values. I do not 
think horses who are standing at mode- 
rate fees—say up to 100 guineas—will be 
seriously affected. There is no falling off 
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in the number of good broodmares in the 
country, and they will have to be mated as 
usual with horses of good records and pedi- 
grees. 

“But owners of the highest-priced horses 
will not find it so easy to fill them as has 
been the case in the past, and those breeders 
who, quick to realize that things have 
changed, considerably reduce the fees they 
have been charging are likely to reap the 
reward. During the past twenty years there 
has been a great increase in the number of 
high-priced sires. You cannot blame their 
owners for putting them at top mark, for in 
the majority of cases breeders have been 
quite willing to pay great fees, believing 
that if they secured a good foal they are 
assured of a handsome profit on him in the 
sale ring. 

“At a time when yearlings were fetching 
up to 11,500 guineas, under the hammer, 
every Doncaster sale having its five-figure 
lots, such fees of 400 guineas looked to be 
of practically no account. Now there is 
quite a different turn of events, and brood- 
mare owners are naturally looking askance 
at the prices they paid five years ago. 

“A brief comparison of the stud situation 
at the present time with that of 1910 will 
not be without interest. In the year I have 
mentioned no horse was standing at so high 
a price as 400 guineas, but in the list of 
stallion fees registered for 1930 we find no 
fewer than ten 400-guinea horses, namely, 
Buchan, Call Boy, Gainsborough, Gay Cru- 
sader, Grand Parade, Hurry On, Manna 
Papyrus, Phalaris (now dead)., and Trigo, 
while Pommern was being advertised at the 
same figure. What is more, Solario was 
filling readily at 500 guineas, and I believe 
that Tetratema went up to the same figure, 
though he does not figure in the list of offi- 
cial registrations. 

“I am not going to suggest that any of 
these sires were rated too highly in view of 
the great boom in bloodstock which pre- 
vailed until two years ago. But under con- 
ditions now existing they are mostly too 
dear. There was only one 300 guineas stal- 
lion in 1910, but last year ten horses were 
commanding that fee, viz., Abbots Trace, 
Blandford, Coronach, Diomedes, Felstead, 
Polyphontes, Salmon Trout, Sansovino, Son- 
in-Law, and Spion Cop. 

“Already a movement to reduce stallion 
fees is noticeable. In consequence of the 
fall in bloodstock prices, and in order to 
‘meet breeders,’ Diomedes has been reduced 
to exactly half his former fee. Friar Marcus 
is down from £198 to £98, and Legatee, 
whose stock show much promise, is also at 
£98, after having opened his career at 200 
guineas. Pommern is now down to 200 gui- 
neas, and Salmon Trout (in new ownership) 
has been reduced to £150, the concession 
being made in his case that half the fee 
will be returned in the event of the mare 
proving barren. On the other hand, Winalot 
has gone up from £98 to £198, the fact that 
he has filled for 1933 at that figure showing 
that the successes of his stock this season 
have carried great weight, but for some time 
to come the reductions in service fees will 
be much more numerous than the advances. 
“In comparing the stud fees of to-day with

those two decades back,

There was a total of 
3,877 in 1910 as against 4,792 last year. These 
figures indicate the steady expansion in 
racing affairs, and the sport continues to 
evince wonderful vitality during these slack 
times”’. 


THE HEALTH OF RACING. 


UST as the Havre de Grace meeting was 

opening we said: “THE BLOOD-HORSE hears 
that the indications are that there will be an in- 
crease in the play this meeting over that of last 
fall.” A keen observer among the horsemen who 
race in Maryland wrote us to that effect. We 
have not heard as yet how the meeting, which 
closed last Saturday, fared in respect of compari- 
son of the turnover with that of last fall, but we 
note that, under date of October 2, Manager Ed- 
die Burke stated that for the first 10 of the 12 
days of the fall meeting the pari-mutuel handle 
was more than $700,000 behind the volume for the 
first 10 days of the spring meeting. 

The average handle daily for the first 10 days 
this fall was in the neighborhood of $400,000, and 
Manager Burke stated that the decrease was 
through the absence of wagers in the large sums. 
The windows through which tickets of the $2, 
$5 and $10 denominations are sold had steady 
patronage, while the clerks at the $50 and $100 
windows had very little to do. 

We now think that the Havre de Grace meet- 
ing just closed was not so successful in the mat- 
ter of betting as was the meeting last fall, which 
is in keeping with the experience of all other 
pari-mutuel tracks this year, Havre de Grace be- 
ing the only track in the country to have shown 
an increase at its spring meeting this year over 
the spring meeting of 1930. 

The meeting at Latonia, which opened last Sat- 
urday, deserves to have a larger turnover in the 
pari-mutuels this year than last year, because it 
has better horses, better stakes attractions and 
better dates, but whether it does or not depends 
on the will and ability of its patrons to wager 
in the larger volume. In this connection we find 
The Cincinnati Enquirer of last Sunday, under 
the caption, “The Horses Are Running,” saying 
editorially: 

“Latonia promises the best racing in a 
long time, as the fall meeting opens. What 
is Lexington’s poison is Latonia’s meat, this 
year. Stakes that were to be run on other 
Kentucky tracks are offered at Cincinnati’s 


course, closer to the throngs of race-goers 
that furnish the life blood of racing. 


“Not only are the stables across the river 
crowded with an extraordinarily good gath- 
ering of Thoroughbreds, but October is liv- 
ing up to its traditional superiority over the 
other 11 months of the year. With just a 
touch of Autumn in the air, and a plenty of 
sunshine, the followers of the ponies should 
find better sport than ever. 


“To some introspective persons, it may 
seem a bit unfair that a luxury like horse- 
racing should thrive when many industries 
supplying necessities of life are languid, and 
when many persons are in want. But in fact 
a race course is an important industry in the 
economy of any city or metropolitan area. 
The payrolls and the purchases of grain and 
other supplies make the track a spur to 
business in the community. . 

“Indeed, it is fortunate that there are 
some industries, notably amusements, which 
are able to weather depression because of 
their peculiar hold on the public imagination. 
These industries furnish a stimulus to other 
lines of enterprise, bring out hoarded dollars, 
and toss them into the circuit of exchange. 
Any enterprise that can do this is its own 
justification.” 

On its “All Sorts” page, conducted by Sporting 
Editor Bob Saxton, we note that The Enquirer 
thinks the Latonia meeting has “just about 
wrecked” the Hawthorne meeting through its 
superior stakes attractions, and the further com- 
ment is made: 


‘The lure of the dollar was there and the 
dollar is just as attractive to the horsemen 
as to any other persons. And the race track 
dollar today is above par. Feed has dropped 
and help is down, but the earning power re- 
mains. It remains for this year at least, but 
after that no one can tell. Of course, every- 
one is hoping that the depression will have 
lifted its head by that time and that there 
will be no need of cutting the purses.” 


That is the sad part of racing as it is set up 
in most centers today—that “lure of the dollar” 
of which Mr. Saxton speaks. In other words it 
is high commercialization of the sport. We would 
that there were in this day and time, as there 
must eventually be, more sportsmen and fewer 
dollar hunters. 

We do not agree that “the race track dollar 
today is above par.” If that were true there 
would be no such depreciation in the value of 
horses as has been indicated by and through the 
recent public sales of Thoroughbreds and trotters 
in America. Feed generally is somewhat lower, 
but there is no very great reduction in the prices 
asked for the quality of hay and oats usually fed 
to race horses. There has been no appreciable 
decrease in the salaries of trainers and jockeys 
and the wages paid to grooms and exercise boys. 
Neither has there been an appreciable reduction 
in the charges for board for these stable em- 
ployees. Consequently the owners are paying 
very little, if any, less now than they were prior 
to the depression in other lines. 

If and when purses are cut, it should be the 
part of the Turf’s governors to first see that it 
is justifiable in every respect, and first of all 
that stable expenses have been reduced to an 
equitable basis. 


What happened to Sun Beau at Hawthorne last 
Saturday clearly illustrates the fortunes and mis- 
fortunes of horse racing, and that’s one of the 
whys it is so fascinating. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

YGRO’S defeat at the heels of Burning Blaze 

in the Eastern Shore has served to silence 
all arguments pertinent to his claims to the 
juvenile title, also to strengthen the thought 
already in many minds and to engender a like 
belief’ in others that he is primarily a sprinter. 
That he is no potential Cup performer has long 
been my suspicion, so I’m not contesting that 
point. But in all fairness one cannot well con- 
demn Hygro on his recent leg-weariness’ in 
Maryland, for reasons readily apparent to one 
who has carefully analyzed the effort, so per- 
haps it would be wiser to concede Hygro another 
chance. And the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
at one mile, offers an opportunity for that vin- 
dication. Though Burning Blaze isn’t a candi- 
date to that $15,000 added one mile feature, 
Mad Pursuit, equally as husky a stretch runner, 
is, and if he accepts the issue, as is expected, 
his race will search Hygro’s stamina. 

Let’s not forget that Hygro is a son of *Epi- 
nard, which certainly must have traversed one 
and one-quarter miles in 2:01 in the Third In- 
ternational Special, and from the family which 
produced Muggins, a prime stayer in his day 
and winner of the Saratoga Cup. If only this 
beautiful blond fellow isn’t so overtaxed in the 
opening stanzas and his burst of speed is re- 
served for the final quarter instead, how will 
they beat him at Latonia? Perhaps Trainer 
Carman will take his cue from the Eastern Shore 
and pursue different tactics, if that be possible, 
in future, particularly longer, engagements. 
Jockey R. Jones, who had the mount on Hygro 
in the Seaboard attraction, has been censured 
enough by disgruntled backers for his injudi- 
cious ride. A real sportsman never squawks 
over such matters and that is water over the 
dam, so let’s see what transpires at Latonia.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SHORT SELLING 


By CHARLES MICKELWAIT 

HORT selling of securities as conducted on 
the Stock Exchanges of our country is sure 

to receive the attention of Congress, and this 
writer believes the abuse will.be corrected by 
legislation. Race track owners, directors, stock- 
holders, and their managers will be wise to place 
their houses in order before some member of 
Congress decides to look too closely into the 
ways and means in which race track profits are 
derived, and the abuses arising from concessions 
granted for distribution of the “news” of racing. 

It might prove hard to convince an investi- 
gating body that the network of wires employed 
are all for the general good of a people separated 
by thousands of miles, in some instances, from 
the actual scenes of contest, but who are in such 
close contact with racing, through news distri- 
bution, that betting on races is made much easier 
than dealing in short sales of securities on the 
stock market. 

Unfortunately the majority of the types this 
service attracts, can not well afford to gamble 
and as a result distressing reports rest among 
the files of racing commissions and other legal 
bodies throughout the land. 

It would seem at this time, when nearly 10,- 
000,000 are unemployed and millions more are af- 
fected by the general depression, that any form 
of betting away from the race track should be 
discouraged, and it is doubtful if the racing laws 
of any State make provision for race tracks per- 
mitting the privileges they sell to service bu- 
reaus under the guise of news distribution, as 
horse racing is presumed to be conducted for the 
improvement of the breed of the Thoroughbred, 
and whatever gambling is done on the outcome 
is to be made within the inclosure and confines 
of said race track. 

There isn’t anything of such importance about 
racing and the testing of the Thoroughbred that 
warrants the immediate broadcasting of the re- 
sults over a network of wires or makes it neces- 
sary to spatter it over with the superlatives which 
sports and Turf writers seem to enjoy. 

The Jockey Club has long published The Racing 
Calendar, which seems to fill its needs. How- 
ever, the publishing of the entries and results of 
horse racing in newspapers could be treated in 
the same manner as chronicling dog racing and 
the readers would be just as well served, from 
a strict news basis. Under the present system 
breeders and owners of the Thoroughbred, rep- 
resenting the backbone of this important indus- 
try, are being exploited by highly organized 
bodies that have “muscled in.” but who care noth- 
ing for the traditions of racing and may in time 
destroy it. 


CRANWOOD NOT SUCCESSFUL. 

Even with the liberties permitted to the un- 
regulated tracks in Ohio, racing is not a sure 
monev maker. The Cranwood Park meeting, 
near Cleveland, closed last Saturday. It was not 
a financial success, according to reports. 


AUDLEY FARM STRING TO REST. 

The Audley Farm’s western string will be 
shipped to the farm at Berryville, Virginia, soon, 
it was announced at Latonia last week. Evi- 
dently the stable will not have a winter division.

GOLD CUP WEEK. 

LLINOIS has had a full share of the big races 

of the year, and this week it is having its last 
one of the season, the Hawthorne Gold Cup, $25,- 
000 added, in which it is expected that Sun Beau 
and Mate will meet. Sun Beau’s race in the Mid- 
West Handicap last Saturday was enough to in- 
dicate that he is not at his best, and there is a 
possibility he may not start. If he does, the 
result may be no more conclusive than that of 
the Saratoga Cup, in which the Kilmer 6-year-old 
was badly beaten by Twenty Grand, Mate’s great 
3-year-old rival. The Gold Cup will be run Thurs- 
day. Sun Beau has been at the track since Mon- 
day of last week. Mate arrived Thursday, after 
having won the Stanley Produce Stakes from a 
field of no class. If both go to the post the race 
will attract a great crowd. 

The Hawthorne meeting opened Monday, Sep- 
tember 28, with a heavy track and an ordinary 
program. The first stakes event of the meeting 
was the Mid-West Handicap, run October 3, and 
won by Uncommon Gold, with Jim Dandy second 
and Sun Beau next to last in the field of seven. 
The one stakes race of Fairmount Park’s meet- 
ing was run Wednesday, September 30, and re- 
sulted in a victory for Dark Sea. There was no 
racing at Fairmount Thursday and Friday, the 
recess having been arranged because of the base- 
ball World’s Series at St. Louis.

“Quatre Bras II., which was imported at large 
cost by Waggoner & Sons of Texas, won the first 
race of his career when he sprinted home in 
advance of a cheap band in the third race.” 

It would have been correct to have said that 
the brother to *Sir Gallahad III and to *Bull 
Dog won for the first time in America. He 
won the one of his four starts in France last 
year. It was the Prix Yacowlef, 50,000 francs, 
for 2-year-olds at Deauville. 


SUN BEAU FAILS AGAIN. 

Trainer Jack Whyte took W. S. Kilmer’s Sun 
Beau back to Chicago last week to run the lead- 
ing money-winner in the Hawthorne Gold Cup on 
Thursday of this week. He decided to use for a 
sharpener the Mid-West Handicap (purse $5,000, 
3-year-olds and up, one and one-sixteenth miles), 
run at Hawthorne Saturday, October 3. In his 
last previous start the Kilmer horse had looked 
very bad in comparison with Twenty Grand in 
the Saratoga Cup. He was not in his best con- 
dition on that occasion, it was generally admitted; 
but now it was understood that he was “in the 
pink.” Accordingly he went to post at odds 
slightly less than 1 to 2. The other six in the 
race were longshots. The three “longest” of the 
longshots held the first three positions at the 
finish. Sun Beau, carrying 126 pounds, was never 
in the running, finishing next to last, with only 
Brown Wisdom (109) behind him. John Maiben 
had him within striking distance of the leaders 
at the second turn, but there he weakened with- 
out showing a spark of his real ability. The win- 
ner was C. Morris’ Uncommon Gold (108), which 
B. Hanford rode hard all through the front stretch 
to keep him half a length ahead of Chaffee Earl’s 
Jm Dandy (102). The latter, at odds of nearly 
70 to 1, came near adding another chapter to the 
story of his remarkable upsets of form. Third, 


another length and a half farther back, was F. 
A. Carreaud’s Kincsen (109), which nosed out 
Tannery (102) and Seguro (3-y-0, 9814). Sun 
Beau was lapped on the latter at the finish. The 
winner’s price was $67.72 for $2; Jim Dandy paid

CHARITY DAY AT LAUREL. 


HREE charity days, one each at Bowie, Pim- 

lico and Havre de Grace, had already con- 
tributed $72.253 to the relief fund for unemployed 
persons in Maryland when the Laurel track’s 
charity day was held on Monday of this week. 
The Laurel meeting would have begun Tuesday 
but for the change in schedule to make room for 
the charity program. The receipts for the day, 
along with the stste’s contribution of the $6,000 
daily tax and the employes’ donated wages of 
$1,100, totaled ahout $13.000, bringing the grand 
total to about $85,000. The hoped-for total was 
$100,000. 

The Havre de Grace meeting closed Saturday 
of last week. Good racing marked the final week. 
Valenciennes finished second to Clock Tower in 
a purse race Wednesday, September 30, and on 
Saturday. October 3. the filly wrought a surprise 
by defeating St. Brideaux and others in the Havre 
de Grace Cup Handicap, last of the three $20,000 
added fixtures of the meeting. 

The longest meeting of the Maryland season, 
that at Laurel, is now in progress. It will con- 
tinue 24 days and will be marked by several im- 
portant stakes. Twenty Grand will be seen in 
action in the mile and a quarter Maryland Handi- 
cap, in which Mate will have an opportunty to 
challenge him for’a decisive contest for the 3- 
year-old championship. 

LAUREL STEWARDS. 

The stewards for the Laurel meeting, which 
opened this week, are George Brown, Jr., named 
by the Maryland State Racing Commission; Vin- 
cent Treanor, named by the Maryland State Fair, 
Inc., owners of the track, and John B. Campbell, 
selected by Messrs. Brown and Treanor. Mr. 
Treanor, though long identified with racing as a 
writer, is having a new experience this year as a 
racing official. He was in the stand at the brief 
Rockingham Park meeting, and it is expected 
that he also will be one of the officials at the 
Coral Gables track in Florida. 

TWENTY GRAND’S NEXT START. 

The Maryland Handicap, $15,000 added, for 3- 
year-olds, one and one-quarter miles, to be run 
at Laurel October 24, will be Twenty Grand’s 
next start, Trainer James Rowe said last week. 
The Latonia Championship, to be run a week 
later, will be the next, and perhaps the last start 
of his 1931 campaign. 


VALENCIENNES BEATS ST. BRIDEAUX. 

The crowd at Havre de Grace last Saturday, 
October 3, witnessed the unusual spectacle of a 
daughter of *Stefan the Great passing a son 
of *St. Germans in the stretch. The occasion 
was the Havre de Grace Cup Handicap ($20,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, one and one-eighth 
miles). The winner was Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Valenciennes (105), which came from next to 
last place in the field of nine and caught the 
Greentree Stable’s St. Brideaux (3-year-old, 116) 
in the stretch to beat him in the final strides by 
a head. The crowd had seen St. Brideaux move 
into the lead at the furlong pole and concluded 
the race was over. Jockey E. Steffen, however, 
had a game filly under him and he drove her 
through the stretch at a terrific rate to win the 
rich prize. A length behind St. Brideaux at the 
finish was F. Grossman’s Waterway (3-y-o, 93), 


which just lasted to head Preston M. Burch’s 
Tambour (3-y-o, 112). The Burch filly, favorite, 
tried to come between the leaders in the stretch 
and was badly blocked.

LATONIA’S OPENING. 

ATONIA, melting-pot for all of Kentucky’s 

fall racing, opened its 25 days of racing last 
Saturday, October 3. The crowd was fair, the 
wagering about 15 per cent less than for the 
opening day of last year’s fall meeting, when the 
Latonia Championship was the feature. The 
Breeders’ Futurity, taken over from the Lexing- 
ton program because of the removal of the Lex- 
ington meeting from the Kentucky calendar, was 
the big race of the opening day. Although it 
was marked by the usual roughness and interfer- 
ence, it appeared that the best horse won the 
event when C. V. Whitney’s The Bull triumphed. 
The other stakes on the program was the Cov- 
ington Handicap, which furnished a medium for 
Canfli to spring another surprise. The Latonia 
meeting is top-heavy with 2-year-old racing, as 
a result of its having taken over the two big 
future events of the Lexington and Louisville 
meetings. The Fort Thomas Handicap. also for 
juveniles, is run Saturday of this week. The 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes will be raced Oc- 
tober 17, and the Queen City Handicap on closing 
day, October 31. 


THE BULL’S BREEDERS’ FUTURITY. 

The Bull, rip-roaring grandson of Fair Play, 
was a very calm animal as Trainer Jack Healey 
was saddling him in the Latonia paddock last 
Saturday, October 3, prior to the running of the 
twenty-second Breeders’ Futurity ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, Futurity course, 170 feet less than 
six furlongs). At the post he followed his cus- 
tom of cane-raising. When an assistant starter, 
in desperation, placed a twitch on his muzzle, he 
sat down. This maneuvre and others similar 
were enough to keep the field at the post for 1514 
minutes. He was taken to the outside of the stall 
gate and at last when the break came, Jockey R. 
Workman got him away well. Running on the 
outside of a field of 12 horses, The Bull, with 122 
pounds up, kept well up with the field, came past 
the leaders in the last sixteenth and won going 
away by a length. In the winner’s circle, he was 
again a very calm animal. Walter J. Salmon’s 
Air Pilot (122), which had gotten away very 
slowly, managed to save ground on the turn and 
escaped impending interference in the stretch in 
time to make a stretch run similar to that of the 
winner and get up for second place. Behind him, 
heads apart, finished four other members of the 
field: R. S. Clark’s filly, Kakapo (119), J. W. 
Parrish’s Cold Check (127), H. P. Headley’s 
Modern Queen (124) and C. V. Whitney’s Clotho 
(122). The race, as usual for the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, was marked by much crowding and in- 
terference. Air Pilot, Modern Queen and Clotho 
were among those which appeared to be at some 
disadvantage. The others in the field were: 
Marse Robert (122), Big Beau (122), Pompeius 
(122), Sir Melton (122), Higher (117), Cathop 
(122). The first pacemaker was Higher, with 
Kakapo immediately behind him, and these two 
held their positions until The Bull started his 
closing rush. Modern Queen was a close-up con- 
tender and appeared for a time to be in line for 
succession for the lead, but the jostling she re- 
ceived in the stretch was enough to eliminate her.

DADE PARK CASE OCTOBER 17. , 

Judge Thomas B. McGregor has fixed Satur- 
day, October 17, at Frankfort, Ky., as the date 
on which to hear motions filed by the Dade Park 
Jockey Club for release of the cash attached by 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky in the hands of 
employees at Dade Park August 29. The money, 
about $75,000, was the pari-mutuel bank roll pro- 
vided by James C. Ellis, president of the Dade 
Park Jockey Club who was, we understand, per- 
sonally backing the meeting. 

E. B. Anderson, Owensboro, attorney for the 
jockey club, filed a motion to quash the execu- 
tion issued against the jockey club, a motion to 
quash the attachment and a motion to discharge 
the attachment. 

The State attached the money to collect a $64,- 
000 judgment for back license taxes obtained 
against the club in 1927. The judgment with in- 
terest amounts to about $80,000. Attorney Gen- 
eral James W. Cammack in behalf of the Com- 
monwealth is seeking to collect the entire sum, 
notwithstanding an agreement with State offi- 
cials that the money could be paid when and as 
earned. 


CANFLI’S COVINGTON HANDICAP. 


The Three D’s Stock Farm Stable’s 3-year-old 
filly Canfli (102), after her surprising victory in

HE stage of New York racing shifted a few 

miles, from Aqueduct to Jamaica, on Mon- 
day of this week. The largest crowd of Aque- 
duct’s 12 days was out for the final program 
last Saturday, October 3. About 12,000 were 
there, a big turn-out for any day at the old 
course. 

Monday, September 28, J. E. Widener’s Stage- 
craft won the Beldame Handicap and in so do- 
ing interfered with her field so plainly that news 
men made quite a point of criticising the officials 
for not disaualifying the filly. Tuesday, The 
Beasel beat Mr. Sponge and other good sprinters 
in the Arverne Handicap, her fifth victory in 
succession. Wednesday, Pardee captured the 
Oakdale Claiming Handicap. Thursday, Hibala 
took the Stony Brook Claiming Stakes. Satur- 
day, Faireno was first in the Junior Campion 
Stakes and Curate won the Edgemere Handicap. 

Jamaica’s two weeks opened October 5. Per- 
haps for reasons of economy, the management 
has declined to use the Waite stall gates at this 
session.

PERMIT IS REV OKED. 

AST July a permit was issued by the War 

Department to Le Gro Properties, Inc., au- 
thorizing the construction of an island in Bis- 
cayne Bay, Florida, the impression at that time 
being that the project was to be one of real estate 
development. Later, however, Le Gro Properties, 
Inc., was taken over by the Miami Beach Jockey 
Club, headed by Joseph M. Smoot in association 
with T. V. O’Connor, chairman of the United 
States Shipping Board, and others, of whom Col. 
M. J. Winn, president of the American Turf As- 
sociation, afterwards became one. 

Mr. Smoot announced that a racing plant, to 
cost $2,000,000 and to be ready for racing for 
the winter of 1932-1933, would be put on the 
island after it had been dredged up from Biscayne 
Bay. This announcement immediately created 
strenuous objection from three angles. Owners 
of splendid properties on Miami Beach made 
protest. Joseph E. Widener and his associates 
in the Miami Racing Association, owners of 
Hialeah Park, where extensive improvements 
now are being completed, set about to stop the 
project. Those of the Miami and Dade County 
citizenry who feel that another track is not 
necessary added their voices. 

Army engineers were sent to study the plans 
of the Miami Beach Jockey Club and to make 
investigations as to what might be the effect of 
such construction as was proposed. A _ public 
hearing was held at Miama September 4 and 5. 
There it was determined, as stated in a brief 
announcement issued by the War Department 
October 3, “that the proposed work would con- 
stitute an unreasonable obstruction to naviga- 
tion.”” The statement continues: “The Acting 
Secretary of War, Mr. Payne (Col. Frederick H. 
Payne, Assistant Secretary of War), announces 
that the recommendation of the chief of en- 
gineers to revoke the permit previously issued for 
the construction of this island has been ap- 
proved.” 

Announcements from Messrs. Smoot, O’Connor 
and Winn now appear to be in order.

There are to his credit 12 winners of 43 
races and a total of $251,585. Prince Pal, sire of 
Mate, is second with 28 winners of 60 races and 
$221,556, while *Dis Donc, which has gained dis- 
tinction as the sire of Top Flight, is third with 
22 winners of 61 races and $207,160. Then come 
*Sun Briar, *Hourless, My Play (dead), High 
Time, *Wrack, *Polymelian, *Spanish Prince II 
and Cudgel, in the order named.
